In a perfect state laws would be formulated on 
acientific principles and not in the rough labora 
tory of politics. Meanwhile we have legislative 
bureaus maifitained for the purpose of assisting 
the legislator to draw measures accurately and 
with some regard for the framework, into which 
he intends to place them. How valuable this serv- 
iod 18 we cannot say, but perhaps when we have 
arrived in Utopia, if we need any laws at all, we 
shall find every legislature surrounded by service 
bureaus composed of specialists ready to advise the 
lawmaker on any subject. One of these will be 
the bureau of psychology, and when a reform 
measure is proposed it will be subjected to invesu- 


gation both as to source and probable effect. That 


would elucidate a good deal of the reforming 
impulse and avoid a good many laws Which are 
foredoomed not to work. ee 
These pleasant speculations are suggested by 
remarks by ah American psychiatrist, Dr, Waltar 
Baran Wolfe, on alcoholism and prohibition. , Dr.’ 
Wolfe says that alcoholism is a result of the strain 
our competitive life. Individuals who try to win 
ldly #uccesg in terms of money or the power 
expressed by money are apt to seek in the exces- 
sive use of alcohol compensation for failure or 
relief from overstrain. And Dr. Wolfe points. out 
that “similarly the militant prohibitionist is unable 
té solve his own problems or live bis own life as 
he would liké to, and seeks relief in attempting to 
inflict his vision of what life should be upon 
others.” | | 
The diagnosis is that of the bigot type of re- 
former, whether his objéct be a bone dry human- 
ity, of a tobeccoless humanity, or a sexless 
humanity, or a danceless humanity, or a bobless 
huindnity. But the type shades off into our com- 
mon nature. The will to poWer is universal, save 
for a saint here or there, and we all have in somé 
degree the disposition to impose our code, of right 
and wrong:on others, We have all sorts. of dis- 
guises for this disposition which hide the reality 
from ourselves and permit us to indulge ourselves 
in anything, from the free use of the parental hair- 
brush to the making of a statute or a constitutional 
mandate.

Natives Do Most of Governing. 


‘Outside of the naval station, gov- 
ernment affairs are conducted through 
native. chiefs or “matais” in three 
districts, each having a district gov- 
ernor. The districts are divided into 
counties, each having an hereditary 
county chief, and, if approved by the 
governor, a district governor chosen 
from this number. 

Each village is controlled by a vil- 
lage chief and the village councils 
are composed of “ matais,” or heredi- 
tary holders of “high names” as the 
heads of families or clans. Suffrage is 
restricted to the “ matais’”-in accord- 
ance with the Samoan custom under 
which the family and not the. indi- 
vidual is the unit, even land being 
owned by a family and under com- 


plete control of the g matais.”
